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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant presents the same arguments as in 
previous replies:" that Raza main motivation for using Thalidomide for the treatment of MDS are due primarily to thalidomide's 
cytoprotective and/or anticytokine properties, and not its angiogenic prperties, therefore there is no nexus between the antiangiogenic 
properties of thalidomide and its utility for treating MDS". However, Raza teaches that: "The bone marrows of MDS patients also 
demonstrate markedly increased neo-angiogenesis and higher than normal levels of vascular endothelial growth factor (VEGF, see first 
sentence of second paragraph on left column on page 958 under introduction)" Raza furthe teaches that: "Thalidomide was considered a 
potentially useful drug for MDS patients. It is an immune-modulatory agent with anticytokine activities and has antiangiogenic effects (see 
page 958, right column, first sentence)". This clearly indicates that the angiogenic activity of Thalidomide is as important as the 
cytoprotective and/or anticytokine activity for the treatment of MDS.
